He has appeared on the west 
and in the eastern indus- 
rial cities, where, universally, the 
‘ivilian Defense organization has 

irprised him by its excellence, 

admitted. “We had a three 
vears’ start on America. Your 
country has not yet been bombed, 
and vet I find such enthusiam for 
the jobs, such a real spirit of mu- 

helpfulness. I have been to 
small communities where there

Hitler, Hirohito, Mussolini, et al., are in 
all probability suffering from attacks of the 
jitters, right now. The pastings given to Ger- 
man and Italian war industry and cities from 
the air, in recent months, must foretell, even 
to the blindest of the blind, the inevitable 
smashing of the Axis dream. 


Add to these air attacks the terrible toll of 
Nazi man power and equipment exacted by 
the Red armies on the Russian front, the dis- 
aster so rapidly shaping in Africa, and the 
Axis outlook in the European theater of war 
grows darker every hour. 

In the Pacific we have, slowly to be sure 
but steadily, driven the Japs back from their 
bases best situated for invasion attempt against 
Australia—Guadalcanal and Buna. While, in 
the naval war of attrition, our planes and ships 
have so seriously whittled duwn the Japanese 
shipping strength they are already faced with 
serious problems of logistics. 


But, according to the words of a man who 
knows, Lieutenant General Henry A. Arnold, 
chief of the United States Army air forces, we 
have some secret weapons soon to be launch- 
ed against our enemies which “will deal para- 
lyzing blows.” 

The only hints as to the nature of these 
new weapons are found in Arnold’s remark that 
Flying Fortresses and Liberators are “per- 
haps the Jast of the ‘small’ bombers.” If these 
are “small” what, in the name of Gargantua, 
will the new bombers be like? 

Furthermore, says Arnold, while. the present 
50-caliber machineguns on Army planes are 
“terrific weapons,” they are but popguns along- 
side the new guns now readying. 

There are other, utterly secret weapons of 
destruction to be loosed, before long. 

The present air raids by our forces in Eu- 
rope ahd by the RAF have the enemy on the 
verge of panic. But, paraphrasing the lan- 
guage of a popular stage comedian, they “ain't 
seen nothin,’ yet.”

Please Pass the Pie 

Democratic senators are reported as plan- 
ning an appeal, in person, to President Roose- 
velt, on the matter of appointments of local 
administrative staff members for the various 
war agencies set up by the government. 

These senators are said to resent the 
tendency, by some of their constituents, to 
blame them for some of the irritants inherent 
in wartime controls, such as rationing, price 
controls, labor direction, etc. They argue 
that, not having been consulted as to appoint- 
ments of administrative officers for these con- 
trols, they should not be criticized when ac- 
tions are unpopular. 

There may be some logic in the senatorial 
protest but, basically, it is the old cry of the 
politician who wants as large a cut of the fed- 
eral patronage pie as he can secure. Not a 
senator or representative but aspires to pos- 
session of the greatest possible political power 
in his home state or home district. For, on 
such power depends, to large degree, the issue 
of re-election for each succeeding term. 

If any senator could so arrange things at 
Washington that he had the final authority 
in naming men to the numerous wartime ad- 
ministrative jobs in his own state, that sena- 
tor would have, at hand, the material to build 
a political machine that should be wellnigh 
invincible when he next seeks re-election to 
his office. 

But, despite the long acknowledged value of 
political patronage, might not these hungry 
senators be wiser, this time, to keep them- 
selves clear of any appointments linked with 
red tape or bureaucracy? For there is growing 
tendency among the general public to resent- 
ment at what they consider a lot of unneces- 
sary governmental arrogance and interference, 
war or no war. Any connection with some

Patriotic Americans? 

The War Labor Board has established a 
maximum wage rate for tool and die workers 
in six Michigan counties. The rate calls for 
$1.75 an hour in jobbing shops and $1.60 an 
hour in manufacturing -plants. At $1.75 .an 
hour, a 40-hour week would equal a weekly 
pay check of $70. Not bad pay, for any man. 


It must be remembered that there are no 
workers in all the nation more essential to 
the war program than the’ tool and die work- 
ers. Without them, the making of guns and 
ships and planes and tanks and all the im- 
pedimenta of war could not continue. 


So, with this fact in mind, what is the 
expected reaction of these essential war work- 
ers of America, these free citizens of a great 
country but a country fighting for its life? 


Jay J. Griffin, president of the Society 
of Tool and Die Craftsmen of America, pre- 
dicts there will be a nationwide work stop- 
page by the society’s 75,000 members. He 
thus threatens the nation at war with a strike 
that would hamstring our men on battlefields 
all around the world, unless the War Labor 
Board changes its order, revising the wage 
scale upward. 

It must not be forgotten, either, that the 
War Labor Board contains, in its personnel, 
a high proportion of labor leaders, men who 
are naturally sympathetic with all demands 
by the unions. It is not likely that this board 
would issue any order rankly unjust to any 
organized labor group. 

Nor must it be forgotten that organized 
labor has pledged there shall be no work 
stoppages in war industry. 

However, if the word of their president 
is to be believed, these 75,000 American work- 
ers have placed a valuation, in dollars, upon 
their personal patriotism. Just what that 
valuation is, reports do not make clear. How- 
ever, they say that $70 a week is not enough. 

Such patriotism (?) can only be rather 
nauseating to most Americans.

Miraculous Economy 

Georgians heard much during the cam- 
paign for the governorship, this past summer, 
of the alleged miracles in economic manage- 
ment of the state’s affairs during the Talmadge 
administration. According to the speeches of 
Talmadge himself and various supporters, the 
state had great savings to show, as proof that 
the man from Sugar Creek had achieved a 
wide gap, on the savings side, between the 
state’s revenue and the state’s outgo. 

Now comes figures from the Department of 
Commerce, however, which raise a doubt on 
the subject. The department has been con- 
ducting a survey of state finances. 

According to those figures the state of 
Georgia, during 1941, took in general revenue 
amounting to $25.03 per person. And expend- 
ed at a rate which averages out to $25.53 per 
person. In other words, state expenditures 
for that year of the Talmadge regime averaged 
50 cents per capita higher than state col- 


lections.

War 
necessity isn’t limited to the war plant workers, 
farmers, ministers, doctors and a few others. _The 
only test for gasoline allowance is individual 
need. And the only way to arrive at individual 
need is to set up flexible rules and rely on the 
judgment of the local boards. 

In every occupation the obvious consideration 
is the work done and the minimum amount of 
gasoline necessary to do it. The OPA won't ar- 
rive at a broad, clear policy simply by yielding 
to occupational pressure groups. It should be the 
national leader with a plan to take care of the 
varying needs of individuals in all necessary oc- 
cupations.

The Hurts That Do Not Shine 


Are Most Difficult to Mend 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. > 


An officer of Marines has told the story of a small action itn 
the South Seas which revealed, for the first time in this war. a 
mysterious and dreadful thing common in the last one. 

Marines were advancing along a jungle trail when they ran 
into a trap at a river crossing. They dropped to the ground as 
machineguns began firing from the opposite bank, but they had 
no protection when mortar shells fell among them. The order was 
given to withdraw. : 

There was no panic. The unhurt coolly risked their lives to 
save the wounded. These were the finest of shock troops, dis- 
ciplined and steadfast, and they had been fighting for two months 
without relief. Their courage was beyond question. 

Yet among the wounded who walked back unaided were nume- 
bers who held their abdomens or sides or heads and moaned in 
agony, though they were unmarked. Their white faces and clouded 
eyes were evidence of dreadful injuries, but their hurts were not 
the simple kind that surgeons could repair. 

These were “shell shock” cases, the most horrible and most 
pitiful harvest of war. 

There were many such cases in the last war, and few medical 
en had any knowledge of the proper method of treating them. 
ome accused them of cowardice and said they were shamming 

to, get out of the war. Others considered them insane. 

When brought back to America and hospitalized, they were 
treated by ordinary physicians who knew little or nothing of 
psychiatry. As a rule, the only treatment they received was the 
kind given hysterical women. Many who might have been saved 
were sacrificed by the cruelty of ignorance. 

Now we know that most of these cases can be redeemed by 
proper treatment—which is chiefly a matter of training. 

There will be adequate treatment for all physical cripples, and 
this time we must be ready to care for the helpless and tortured 
boys whose nerves are crippled. No other casualties suffer ag 
these do.

Grid-wise personnel at the Navy’s 
Pre-F light School—football coaches 
and former college and profession- 
al players now engaged in tough- 
ening future Navy pilots—believe 
it’s in the books for-Georgia, Ten- 
nessee, Georgia Tech and Boston 
College to become bowl champions 
January I, 

A poll of 61 of these past and 
present headliners of football, rep- 
resenting virtually every section 
of the nation, installed the Univer- 
sity of Georgia Bulldogs as an 
overwhelming choice to topple 
U. C. L. A. in Pasadena’s Rose 
BoW!l. The vote of confidence in 
Frankie Sinkwich & Company 
showed only one dissenter. 

The experts saw tough battles 
in Tennessee vs. Tulsa in the 
Sugar Bowl, and Boston College 
vs. Alabama in the Orange Bowl, 
but gave Georgia Tech a handy 
margin over Texas in the Cotton 
Bowl. 

The vote: Georgia over U. C. 
L. A., 60-1; Tennessee over Tulsa, 
36-25; Boston College over Ala- 
bama, 35-26; Georgia Tech over 
Texas, 39-22. 

Lieutenant James Walker, until 
recently coach at Virginia Military 
Institute and an end on one of Ala- 
bama’s Rose Bowl] winners, ex- 
pressed the consensus favoring 
Georgia. ‘“‘No team on the coast 
could touch Sinkwich & Com- 
pany,” he said. 

The lone dissenter was Ensign 
Denver D. Wood, one-time Ohio

How To Pack a Balanced Lunch. 


The war workers who have to 
carry their lunch have asked for 
menus that are not fattening. They 
want to eat foods that will keep up 
their strength without putting on 
weight. 


Whether you are in war work or 
on the job at :1ome, you don’t want 
to get fat. And you don’t have to. 
You can have a lunch that packs 
a punch without too many calories. 
After working all the morning, 
you are plenty hungry at noon and 
you want something to eat that 
will stick to your ribs. 


Sandwiches are ideal and they 
need not be fattening. You can 
make them from meat, eggs, 
cheese or poultry, all of which 
supply protein for strength and 
staying power. To curtail the 
calories, cut down on the fats in 
your sandwiches. Use very little 
butter and less mayonnaise. 


That doesn’t mean the sandwich 
has to be-dry. You can use rel- 
ishes, mustard, lettuce and water- 
cress, and fillers like chopped egg 
moistened with boiled dressing; 


jham and cheese with mustard: 


ground corned beef with cheese; 
chicken livers, liver and _ bacon; 
ground ham; or beef with relish, 
and bologna with watercress and 
mustard.

“We are well equipped in that 
respect, for we have plenty of rail- 
Way and bus service.” 

The second requisite, he contin- 
ued, is adequate airplane facilities 
—landing fields, manufacturing 
plants and repair shops. 

“Undoubtedly we will get the

It is impossible in a single col- 
umn to throw § sufficient light 
upon what has happened in Ger- 
many with the shakeup of the 
German general staff. Shakeup 


is hardly the word. To put it 
in its largest aspects, Hitler has 
destroyed that combination of 
tradition, morale, military sci- 
ence, code and continuity which 
the world has known, since the 
middle of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, as the Prussian army. It 
has finally suffered the same 
fate as every other traditional 
institution of German life-——the 
last and most powerful institu- 
tion to go into eclipse. 

This destruction has been 
piecemeal and began long before 
Hitler came to power, through 
the systematic penetration into 
the Reichswehr of Nazi “cells.” 
This was resisted by the Reichs- 
wehr, which required loyalty to 
its own code, and its own code 
alone. 


Ousters in 1931. 

in 1931, two years be- 
fore Hitler, the Reichswehr 
threw out three  lieutenants— 
Lieutenant Scheringer was the 
most famous of them, because he 
repented and turned Communist 
in his. cell—because they were 
discovered to be Nazi agents in 
army ranks. 

From the outset the relations 
between the Reichswehr and Na- 
tional Socialism were compli- 
cated by a moral dilemma. The 
Reichswehr, traditionalist includ- 
ed, had assisted National Social- 
ism, as a_ political movement, 
| because of its rampant national- 
‘ism, its anti-Versailles pplicy, its 
anti-pacifism, and its old on 
'the masses—a hold - which the 
conservative Nationalists had 
completely lost. 

At the same time, however, 
the Army tried to keep its own 
organization intact, and “pure.” 
Out of this situation came an
